D aonscoil is our big annual event that takes place in 
January with attendees from around Australia and 
even some overseas visitors. We recently caught 
up with our secretary Mary Kelly who was keen to tell us all 
about what goes into making Daonscoil happen. 


What exactly is Daonscoil ? 

It’s week-long residential summer camp for learning or im¬ 
proving your Irish. We have different classes available 
from absolute beginner upwards. 


Are the classes similar to what we do during the year ? 

They are different in a number of important aspects and we 
believe this is what makes Daonscoil such a success. 

Firstly, because we have a “resident population” of stu¬ 
dents for the week, the teachers can plan out the entire 
week in some detail so it follows a clear path and the stu¬ 
dents will see the big picture unfolding, so to speak. 

Secondly, many people come from interstate so you will 
meet people other than your regular classmates and gain 
new perspectives. 

And finally, the biggest bonus is that you can use your Irish 
all day every day if you want, and get lots of practice using 
what you just learnt. 


How long has Daonscoil been running ? 

This will be our 19th year, so it’s been going almost as long 
as the Cumann itself. During that time we have used a few 
different venues around Victoria but Lake Dewar has every¬ 
thing we need and the cost is very reasonable. 


What are the facilities like at Lake Dewar ? 

Excellent. They recently extended the dining area and in 
the last few years have added an extra accommodation 
block. The camp itself encloses a large lake which is safe 
for swimming or canoeing and there are lots of interesting 
walks. The staff are extremely helpful if you need anything 
and of course the kitchen can handle any special dietary 
requirement. Just note it on your booking form. 


Is it open to anyone and do I have to pay upfront ? 

Yes, we will take bookings from anyone interested in the 
Irish language who wants to attend. Payment with booking 
is expected. 


What does the cost include ? 

You get 7 nights accommodation, all your meals including 
morning and afternoon tea, the Irish language classes, and 
all the afternoon and evening activities. There is absolutely 
no extra charge for anything. 


Do we have to share the camp with other people ? 

No, we have exclusive use of the camp for the entire week. 


Are there books and learning materials for sale ? 

Yes, there are books and other merchandise for sale. 


Can I come for just a few days ? 

Yes, there is a daily rate available. It runs from noon on 
your arrival day, to noon on your departure day. Attending 
outside these times counts as extra day(s) 


Do I get a tax invoice that I can use to reclaim GST ? 

As a non-profit organization we do not charge you any GST 
so there is none to reclaim. But you will get a confirmation 
letter containing a receipt number for your own records. 


What about our spiritual needs ? 

Mass is celebrated in Irish each morning, and there are 
local churches close by for other denominations. 


I’m not sure what level I belong in, what should I do ? 

Enroll for intermediate class, this will get your booking con¬ 
firmed, and then speak to the teachers on arrival. They can 
advise you on the most suitable level. There are always 
last minute changes to classes, so don’t worry. 


Can we BYO ? 

Yes, we have made a special arrangement with the camp 
that allows this, although if you run out at an awkward time 
they can still sell you a bottle from the winery next door. 


Are bookings still being accepted ? 

Yes, we will be taking bookings right up to January. The 
brochure and booking form is available on our website 
along with maps. 


If anyone would like to try their hand at teaching what 
do they need to do ? 

Talk to Siun or Stuart immediately, they are planning the 
classes and allocating the teachers so they can tell you 
how much work is involved. 


Thank you so much Mary for taking the time give us this 
run-down. Look forward to seeing you and lots of other 
Gaeilgeoiri at Lake Dewar in January !

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The Big Gathering in Ireland, July 2013 



M y family and I were in Ireland for the whole 

month of July. We were very fortunate because 
the weather was beautiful and when the 
weather is like that in Ireland, it has to be said that this 
little green island is one of the most beautiful on earth. 

You can see the beautiful views like the Cliffs of Moher in 
Co. Clare and Slieve League in Co. Donegal very clearly 
but I think they are beautiful anyhow even amongst the 
clouds and the fog. 


It was said to us that we had taken the temperature from 
Australia even though we left Australia in the middle of 
winter here but the opinion is widespread abroad that the 
sun is always shining in Australia and that we spend most 
of our time baking on the beach like seals! 

Now that the weather in Ireland has deteriorated as a re¬ 
sult of our departure and it is said to us that we took the 
fine weather back with us on the plane! 


Anyhow we had a fantastic welcome awaiting us when we 
reached Dublin, the place where I was raised, and my par¬ 
ents met us at the airport. This was the first time that my 
Australian family were all back together in Ireland in six 
years. 


W e spent a few days exploring the town of my 
youth. We saw the Book of Kells and the 
Long Room (a wonderful and historical library 
in Trinity College). We saw the oldest harp in Ireland 
(reputedly from the era of Brian Boru). Laura was thrilled. 
The two girls thought that there was something reminis¬ 
cent there of Hogwarths school in the Harry Potter stories! 



We really enjoyed the “Viking Splash”. That’s a trip in ve¬ 
hicles that the American soldiers used during the Second 
World War to land on the beaches in Normandy on D-Day. 


DUKW is the name given to them. It is said they were 
built by women because the men were overseas fight¬ 
ing! They can be driven on road or in the water like a 
boat. The Vikings founded Dublin city, Black Pool was 
the name they gave to it in that age. It was an historical 
and an amusing tour around the city. We had to wear 
the Viking helmets during the tour- the ones with the 
horns coming out of each side! We went into the water 
in the river Liffey too. We saw the sound studios of U2. 
However we did not see Bono walking across the wa¬ 
ter! 


L ast year was the hundredth anniversary of the 
sinking of the Titanic on the fifth of April, nine¬ 
teen hundred and twelve. She was only on the 
sea (her maiden voyage) for 4 days when she was lost. 
She was built in Harland and Wolf shipyard in Belfast 


The five of us went there on the train - my wife, the two 
girls and my young son and me. This was my first trip 
to Belfast... even though I grew up only two hours by 
train down the coast! “The Troubles” were on when I 
was growing up, we in the South were reluctant to go 
there as a result. Because this occasion was near the 
12 th of July and during the Marching Season, we went 
by train from Connolly Station. It is said that it is dan¬ 
gerous to be in a car with southern registered number 
plates! It was a very interesting exhibition. 


A few facts about that big ship: 

It was the biggest ship in the world that was 
built at that time. 

She hit an iceberg on the way to New York. 
After the disaster between 1,490 and 1,600 
people drowned or died. Less than a third of 
the passengers survived. 

There were not enough lifeboats on board. 

A lot of the people who drowned were buried 
in Halifax in Canada. 

There were four funnels on the ship. Steam 
came from three but the fourth funnel was 
only there to show off! It did let air through, 
so it was a type of air conditioner. 

The director of the “White Star Line”, the 
company that owned the Titanic, was Bruce 
Ismay. In the most recent film he is portrayed 
as wearing women’s clothing in order to es¬ 
cape on a lifeboat. He spent most of his life 
in shame and hidden from the public in Con- 
namara. I wonder did he speak a few words 
in Irish!!? 

We went to the W5 Discovery Centre beside the Titanic 
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building also. There were games there with scientific 
themes. For example there were lasers and magical mir¬ 
rors. My eldest daughter Laura was playing a laser harp 
without any strings! 



The next day we went to Cobh in Cork. I was driving my 
Dad’s car. I am very grateful to him. 


The people in Cobh nearly fell with shock when they heard 
that we were in Belfast the previous day - that’s the other 
side of the country, far from us here was what was said! In 
the mentality of the Irish three hundred miles in Ireland is 
like maybe 1000 miles in Australia! 


Q ueenstown is the old name the English gave her. 
The name Cobh comes from Cove so really it is an 
Anglicised name anyhow. 


We went to a presentation about emigration. There was a 
statue there of Annie Moore and her two children. Annie 
was the first person that was admitted to the United States 
when the immigration centre was established at Ellis Is¬ 
land. 


Cobh is the town where Sonia O’Sullivan was born, the fa¬ 
mous runner, and also Jack Doyle - “The Gorgeous Gael” 
- the boxer who went to Hollywood in the Forties. His ex- 
wife, Movita, was married to Marlon Brando when she left 
Jack. He died poor, alcoholic and penniless in London, 
maybe about 30 years ago. There was a statue of him 
there in a park in Cobh. 


Father Brown, the Jesuit priest, took a lot of photographs 
on board the Titanic and it is those photographs that were 
the last ever taken of her. He himself was set to go on the 
voyage to New York but the Bishop did not give him per¬ 
mission. We are lucky that he survived for longer because 
there is a rich collection of photographs taken by him of the 
ordinary Irish people. Most of you would recognize them 
from the books about the folk songs of Ireland (volume one 
to four) “Ireland the Songs”. 


W e drove to Killorglin in Kerry and to Dingle. We 
met Mossie Scanlon and the young doctor An¬ 
drew O’Regan who attended for 2 days at the 
Daonscoil 2013. The two of them were very kind to us and 
were like tour guides to us for a few days. The children en¬ 
joyed meeting Fungie the dolphin because my wife Sandy 
was swimming with him nearly twenty years before that! 


Queenstown/Cobh was the last port that the ship left before 
she sank to the bottom of the Atlantic Ocean. 

We saw the quay where the mail boats left on their way to 
the Titanic that was at anchor beside Haulbowline Island 
(Island of the Foxes). We were thinking to ourselvelves... 
today with e-mails there would have been no need at all for 
so many mail bags and as a result there would be more 
space on board for extra lifeboats! The headquarters of the 
Irish Navy are located at Haulbowline Island. Mossie 
stayed there when he was training to become a sailor. 




We stayed in Ceann Trá in the Gaeltacht near Paudie 
O’Shea’s pub, the ex-footballer who died suddenly recently, 
God rest him. I had a chance to practice my Irish with the 
lady of the house and her household. 


W e crossed the Shannon by car ferry from Tar- 
bert in Kerry to Killimer in County Clare. We 
drove to Doolin and stayed in a farm beside 
the Cliffs of Moher, mentioned above, and the next day we 
went to Inis Thoir. It is the smallest of the Arran Islands and 
the nearest to the mainland. 


There was a beautiful beach there with white sand. We 
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went swimming. We got a lift around the island in a 
pony and trap. My two daughters each had a chance to 
drive the trap as well and their faces lit up and they had 
broad smiles for the rest of the day with pure joy. The 
driver Christopher was a native speaker and he was 
born on the island. We had a lovely conversation be¬ 
tween us in Irish as long as he didn’t speak too quickly! 



W e spent the majority of our time with my 
parents and family in Mullaghmore in Co. 
Sligo. That’s the place where I spent most 
of my holidays when I was a young boy. We were sail¬ 
ing and racing and fishing nearly every day. We went 
horse riding along the beach one day. My young son 
had a small horse that was called “Leprechaun”. My 
parents and my eldest sister have holiday houses be¬ 
side each other there. It’s the place I prefer in all of the 
world. We had a big gathering with my aunts and un¬ 
cles, cousins, my three sisters and my brother and our 
respective children. It was the first time ever that we 
were all gathered together in the one room. After the 
party that we had on a particular night my Dad had 
erected a large tent in his back garden and we spent 
the night singing and story telling. It was a special time. 
It is seldom occasions like that happen in a person’s 
lifetime. 



The majority of the people of Mullaghmore from Lord 
Palmerston’s estate left for Quebec in Canada after the 
Great Famine. Descendants of those people were in 
Mullaghmore while we were there because there was 
an exhibition about the Great Famine happening in 
Mullaghmore. The harbor in Mullaghmore was built as 
a result of a famine relief scheme. The principal engi¬ 
neer who built it was the grandfather of the author 


Robert Louis Stephenson who wrote “Treasure Is¬ 
land”,’’Kidnapped”, etc. 


O ne day we went to Glen Colmcille in Donegal. 
There were examples of thatched houses 
there in the “Folk Village” from the 17 th , 18 th 
and 19 th centuries. An interesting thing that we learned 
there—although the ordinary people were smaller then, 
because they didn’t have enough healthy food to eat, 
their beds were really short. The reason was that TB 
(tuberculosis) was rife and people went asleep sitting 
upright in order to breathe more easily. It was thought 
that there was a risk that if they remained stretched out 
like a dead body that they would not wake up! Isn’t that 
very sad and a sign of the hard life they had? 

I had another chance to practice my Irish. I visited 
Oideas Gaeil and bought a tin whistle, t-shirt and a few 
books. 



I was delighted that I got a chance to show the culture 
of my ancestors and the beauty of the countryside to 
my Australian family. I was delighted too to meet my 
Irish family again and to see them healthy and happy 
despite the economic recession. Those days will stay in 
our memories forever!
